On Monday week ‘the, Bill, entitted 
* An Ordinance to consolidate and amend 
the Laws relating’ 'o Public Health’ and to 
Buildings ” will come on for second ‘reading 


: before the 1. -cgislative. Council. This Bill, as 


is generally kaowh, is the outcome. of the 
investigatiqn concluded not long ago by the 
Wo experts from England into the questions 
of the insanitary condition ‘of Hongkong 
and the housing of the population: of 
the Colony. Mr. Osnexr Chapwick and 
Professor Supson, the authors of the Bill, 
believe that in its adoption by the ‘Legisla. 
‘tive, Council “the. Colony will possess an 
Ordinance which will gradually ‘secure a 
great improvement in its general sanitary 
condition, and will lead to the suppression: 
of those diseases which are dependant upon 
overcrowding and insanitary conditions for 
their “propagation.” 
capitulate here the ‘causes that have led 
through a long peried of years to our preseit 
condition of . insanitation, The .City of 
Victoria, with its'126 persons to the acre has 
carned for’ the Colony, the unenivable 

notoriety of being twice as densely crowded 
as one of the largest cities of the Vnited 
Kindom with only 61 persons to the 
‘acre, and = the most _- thickly populated 
city: for its size in the world in. The 
sanitary areas which! have been formed in 
‘Hongkong have been due, in the opinion of 
the experts-—an opinion. shared’ by the 
community in poneral—to the crowding to- 
gether of too many’ houses .on ‘too ‘small 
td space; to the \sanitary defects in the 
design of dwelling houses,'and to the over’ 
crowding of the inhabitants in these houses. 
‘The Bill before us has for,its objects among 
others the remedying of all. these evils. 

To convey only an. approximate ‘idea. of 
the large, amount of vested interests in the 
Colony which the proposed measure will 
affect, it need.only be mentioned that landed 
property in Hongkong contributed directly 
to’its revenue, in taxes collected, the sum 
of $708,359.40 in 1901, or nearly 18. per 
cent, of the total revenue of the Colony 
exclusive of hand salés for the same year, 
It was anly reasonable to expect, therefore, |, 
that’ at the first reading of the Lill-on 
the 7th instant, the Hon. C.. S. Stare 
should, have suggested that, as the Bill, 
was giving considerable anxiety: to property: 
holders and mortgagors in Hongkong, 
the Governmént night give some time 
‘before ils second reading was taken on, 
The Colonial Se¢retary.forthe Governmentac 
quiesced in the proposal and proceeded to ex:
